When Everett E. Carter jo 


ined the Upland police depart- 


ment September 1, 1925, the city owned no cars, traffie law

On the police force with him 
then were the late J. F. Sawyer, 
chief and constable; Louis Kron- 
meyer, and C. S. Lehman, patrol- 
men. Each of the four men leased 
their privately owned machines 
to the city. Thus the city had the 
machines available in emergency.

TAX, LIONS TOLD 


Everyone has to pay the five 
per cent victory tax, William Gil- 
liland said in discussing the new 
levy at the meeting of the Up- 
land Lions club in the Red Hill 
@ountry club house at noon yes- 
terday. 

The tax is to be deducted from 
all employe’s pay at least every | 
' quarter, except those people en- 
gaged in agricultural work, do- 
mestic work or casual labor, Mr. | 
Gilliland explained. He is pro- 
prietor of Gilliland Gardens and 
vice-president of the Lions. He 
was present at the two tax and 
addresses given 
on Tuesday by Ferris M. Wake- 
ley, specialist. 

Employers of persons in agri- 
cultural work are not required to 
deduct the victory tax from the 
pay checks, but these employes 
must pay this tax at the end of 
the year, according to Mr. Gilli- 
land. 

He explained that $12 from 
each week’s pay is exempt in fig- 
uring the victory tax. 

When the tax forms on the 1943 
income are issued they will con- 
tain places for the recording and 
figuring of the 1943 victory tax, 
he said.

Two Upland employes at the 
Kaiser steel plant near Fontana 
were among the 17 men affected, 
more or less seriously, when they 
inhaled monoxide gas while work- 
ing on a blast furnace at the 
mills Thursday morning. 

Cc. O. Price, one of the Upland 
victims, at first thought to be 
seriously stricken, was brought 
to San Antonio Community hos- 
pital.
